Program Deferred. 

The appropriation asked for was 
grgnted, but objections of an in- 
formal character came from Brit- 
ish quarters, and, in April of last 
year, the Navy Department an- 
nounced that the modernization 
program would be deferred for the 
time being. At the same time, it 
was reiterated that navy offictals 
did not regard the proposed alter- 
ations as a violation of the Wash- 
ington treaty, and that the delay 
was due only to a belief that Con- 
gress, in appropriating $6,500,000 
to carry out the gun elevation 
project, might have acted under a 
misapprehension. 

So that all the facts might be 
developed, an intensive study of the 
whole subject was ordered last 
summer, and, as a result, Secretary 
Denby renewed in his annual re- 
port last December the recommen- 
dation for a gun elevation appro- 
priation which he declared “will 
not in any way contravene the spir- 
it or letter of the treaty.” Accom- 
panying the Secretary’s report was 
a statement by Capt. F. H. Scho- 
field of the Navy General Board 
supporting that view. a

POLICEMAN CHARGED 
WITH TAKING BRIBE 


Henry Kk. Moorkdmp Found 
With Marked Bills Gwen

“This is the last cent I'm going 
to give you,” remarked Frank 
Kiesling, saloonkeeper at 1827 
South Second street yesterday, as 
he passed two $5 bills across the 
bar to Patrolman Henry K. Moor- 
kamp of the Soulard District. 

“Oh, that’s all right,” the pa- 
trolman replied, pocketed the bills 
and departed. From  Kiesling’s 
back room appeared Capt. Patrick 
Kirk of Soulard District and In- 
spector of Police Vasey, who hur- 
ried out the door, close on Moor- 
kamp’s heels. The patrolman had 
the bills in his hand when he was 
overtaken across the street. 

Hands Over Bills. 

“Here it 8.“ he said, and hand- 
ed the bills to Capt. Kirk. They 
were marked and Capt. Kirk had 
a memorandum of the numbers in 
his pocket. Moorkamp was prompt- 
ly suspended, charged with extort- 


ing a bribe. 

Kiesling had complained that 
Moorkamp was “shaking him 
down” for money for protection. 
On July 3 he asserted Moorkamp 
had asked, “How much is it worth 
to keep in business?“ and collected 
$10. Last Monday. when he asked 
for more, according to Kiesling. 
the trap was arranged. 

Patrolman Moorkamp declare J 
that Kieslinzg owed him $50 and 
was paying it in installments. 


Warrant Is Refused. 

Capt. Kirk sought a warrant to- 
day, but it was refused by Assist- 
ant Circuit Attorney Fish, because 
Kiesling’s evidence did not indicate 
the money represented a bribe. The 
saloonkeeper declared to Fish that 
he did not pay the money for pro- 
tection, but to “keep the policeman 
out of the saloon.” He denied he 
had violated any liquor laws. 

Meanwhile Moorkamp is at lib- 
erty and charges are being pre- 
pared for a hearing before the Po- 
lice Board. He is 47 years old and 
lives at 3832 Pennsylvania avenue. 
He joined the force in 1907.

HEARING ALIENSTS

Favoring Defense in Ar- 


gument After Psychiatrist | ; 


Takes Stand. 


IS NOT PERMITTED 


Mental Circumstances of 
Youths’ Acts, He Says, 
as Fight Continues.

CHICAGO, July 30.—The State 
rested today in the trial of Nathan 
Leopold Jr. and Richard Loeb for 
the murder of Robert Franks, and 
the defense, promptly calling to 
the stand a noted Eastern alienist, 
precipitated a furious argument, 
with the State demanding the ex- 
clusion of ali evidence bearing 
upon its propriety. 

The argument consumed the 
morning session and was continued 
after the noon recess. 


Early in the argument, Judge 
Caverly ruled against the State, 


but permitted the lawyers to con-+ 


tinue when they insisted upon be- 
ing heard. Nevertheless, he made 
it rather plain that he would hear 
the alienistg upon the youths’ men- 
tal ‘coudition. If he became con- 
vinced ta rea! doubt as to their 
sanity existed, he d ‘ed, he 
guilty 
withdrawn and a plea of not guilty 
entered, and would impanel a jury 
to hear the case all over again. 

From what is known of the testi- 
mony as the defense experts are 
expected to give it, there appeared 
to be serious possibility that a 
jury trial, with a plea of not guilty 
and an insanity defense, might yet 
ensue. 

The theory under which the de- 
fense sought to introduce the med- 
ical reports upon Loeb and Leo- 
pold was wholly revealed today for 
the first time. Briefly, it was this: 
Insanity under the law is clearly 
defined. The defendants’ mental 
condition does not meet that defi- 
nition. Therefore, they cannot 
plead not guilty. Nevertheless, 
they are suffering from mental de- 
bility, which impairs their free 
will and understanding, and there- 
fore this should be considered as a 
circumstance mitigating the enor- 
mitß of the crime. “A pyscho- 
pathological condition falling short 
of insanity,” was the phrase in 
which their counsel described it. 

State at Disadvantage. 

In the argument the State found 
itself under a disadvantage. All 
its preparation had been directed 
to the point that evidence of ir- 
sanity could not be introduced. 
The crafty Darrow, forearmed 
against this, simply replied that 
the thing which the defense de- 
sired to show was not insanity, but 
something less than that in the 
way of mental disorder. It was a 
17; piece of strategy. and that 
quidkness with which Judge Caver- 
ly recognized and acknowledged 
the validity ot the contention was 
a testimonial to the knowledge and 
acuteness of the defense counsel. 
Thereafter the State floundered 
helplessiy with its own carefully | 
prepared arguments against admit 
ting insanity evidence and had to 
listen to the repeated reply both 
from court and counsel that none 
was offered. * f 

Although Judge Caverly seemed 
to have made his position and his 
intention perfectly clear, the attor- 
neys continued to debate.

Crowd Clamorous in Expectation of

The courtroom filled rapidly this 


morning for the seventh session of 
the hearing of Nathan Leopold Jr. 
and Richard Loeb, kidnaper-siayers

Jacob Franks, father of the 
slain lad. was absent from the 
courtroom, but all the other inter- 
ested relatives were in their seats 
before court opened. 

The defendants came into the 
room with their customary morn- 
ing srmailies for their attorneys and 
relatives. Judge Caverly called 
the attorneys to the bench and 
consulted with them as to separate 
hearings on the kidnaping charge. 
It developed that thus far the hear- 
ing had technically been confined 
to the murder charge. The attor~- 
neys agreed that 36 minutes of 
formalities would suffice to dis- 
pose of the kidnaping indictment. 

Defense Opens Fight. 

Dr. William Alanson White of 
Washington, D. C., then was called 
to the stand as first witness for the 
defense. He was questioned by 
Walter Bachrach of defense coun- 
sel. a

| The Kansas City Board of Trade 


has suspended W. B. Lincoln, local 
manager of the Armour Grain Co., 
and George E. Marcy of Chicago, 
president of the company, from 
membership in the board, for 
“misrepresentation of wheat re- 
ceipts.”” Lincoln was suspended for 
10 days and Marcy for 60 days. 
This action was taken late yester- 


day. 

The board charged that ware- 
house receipts for grain were re- 
written, and lists of grain receipts 
loaded out and unloaded, submit- 


ted, after which the receipts were 
cancelled and new ones issued for 
No. 2 grades. 

The effect was that wheat re- 
ceipts called for hiaher grades of 
Wheat than that actually held in 
the elevators. 

340,000 Diffetence in Value. 
The difference in value of wheat 
called for on the warehouse re- 
cefpts and that in the elevator was 
between $40,000 and $50,000, the 
Board of Trade alleges. 

The alleged discrepancy was 
first discovered in the secretary's 
office of the Board of Trade. An 
official weigh-up of the entire ele- 
vator was then ordered by officials 
of the board. 

This revealed that only about 
one-half of the wheat in the 
House graded No. 2 hard, the bal- 
ance being lower grades, worth4ess 
than No. 2 hard wheat. 

The average price of wheat in 
the elevator was about 3 cents 4 
bushel under the average price of 
the grain called for in the ware 
house receipts, the board alleges. 
The following members of the 
Armour Grain Co. who also ars 
members of the Board of Trade. 
were cited to appear before the 
Board of Directors of the exchange 
yesterday: George T. Marcy 2 
Chicago, president: W. B. Lincoln 
of Kansas City, manager: J. A. 
Theis, assistant manager: W. W. 
Leeds, pit representative. 


Two Are Exonerated. 


Theis and Leeds were exonerated 
of the charges. Marcy did not at- 
tend, but sent H. C. Poplzon, se--/| 
retary of the company, to repre- 
sent him. He was not, however. 
admitted to the meeting. 
The charges were made by Fred 
C. Vincent, John Fennelly and W. 
C. Goffe, members of the Ware- 
house Committee of the Kansas 
City Board of Trade. 
It was disclosed at the meeting 
that the loading in and out of the 
elevator never was performed, and 
that fictitious car aumbers were 
not detected by the Kansas State 
Grain Inspection and Weighing De-- 
partment, board officials said. 
This in no manner impairs ths 
validity of the warehouse receip‘s, 
it was pointed out by the directors 
The Armour Grain Co. and all oth- 
er regular Board of Trade eleva- 
tors have on deposit at all times a 
bond for 10 cents a bushel on the 
capacity of their house. In the case 
of the local Armour plant, this 
amounts to $500,000, it was point- 
ed out. 

Lincoln made this statement on 
the case: 
“The Armour Grain Co. would 
not knowingly violate the rules and 
regulations of the exchange. . 
did not do so in this instance. The 
usual method of handling grain 
was employed. It was a matter of 
interoffice accounting. We had no 
receipts out on the market. Th 
house would have loaded out as 
No. 2 hard wheat all the grain that 
the receipts called for.”

ALBUQUERQUE, N. M., July 30. 
—New Mexico has been torn asun- 
der by the spectacular fight of an 
Oklahoma lawyer who forsook his 
profession in coming to the State 
four years ago to try his hand at 
running a newspaper and always 
telling the truth about everything, 
as he would have you believe. 

This propensity which he up- 
holds as freedom of the press, but 
which his critics say is license of 
the press. has brought him in fre- 
quent conflict with the courts and 
private citizens who have resorted 
to the libel laws to protect their 
names, but just now he is waging a 
feud with a Judge of a District 
Court which any a few days ago 
threatened bloodshed, but has been 
allayed to break out again no one 
knows when. 

This lawyer-editor, Carl C. Ma- 
gee, formerly of Tulsa, Ok., appar- 
ently has escaped jail for the sec- 
ond time within a year through 
pardons issued to him by the Gov- 
ernor of the State. In the last in- 
stance, however, he had to remain 
in jail for 48 hours until his law- 
yers could get a habeas corpus ac- 
tion before the State Supreme 
Court. The Sheriff, whose guest he 
was, took the position that a Gov- 
ernor did not have 
pardon in case of direct contempt 
of court. The Supreme Court has 
freed the editor on bail until it 
hands down a decision on this 
point. 

Both sentences were in the court 
of Judge David D. Leahy of the 
Fourth Judicial District at Las 
Vegas. Both sentences were accom- 
panied by a denunciation of the 
prisoner before the bar seldom if 
ever heard in any court in the 
United States. For instance, the 
editor was told he was a political 
harlot from Oklahoma; a liar, a 
worse citizen even than the famous 
Al Jennings, train bandit: that he 
was a skunk, nay, not even that, 
for a skunk had a white stripe, and 
he had no white about him, but 
was a measly yellow cur! 


What Magee Said; 
Court’s Indictment. 


Here is what Magee told the 
Court to its face when he was 
asked if he had anything to say: 

“Only I deny that Iam being ac-

Fall and Associates. 


Magee's attacks on so-called po- 
litical gangs, courts and financial 
interests started soon after he had 
obtained control by purchase of 
the Albuquerque Morning Journal.

WILL STRESS FARM

Nominee Invites All Dele- 
gates to Convention to 
Send Suggestions gn Con- 
duct of Campaign.

DARK HARBOR. ISLESBORO, 
Me., July 30.—After two weeks in 
the peace and quiet of the Penob- 
scot Bay Islands, John W. Davis, 


Democratic presidential nominee, 
will start beck to New York late 
today. 

In his pocket is the draft of his 
acceptance address, the product of 
his labors in Maine and his all-im- 
portant utterances of the campaign. 
It will be delivered 10 days hence 
at Clarksburg, probably from the 
veranda of the Davis homeste:

Next in importance will be the 
discussion of foreign affairs. Here 
again, his friends say, the Demo- 
cratic candidate will attack the 
record of the Harding-Coolidge ad- 
ministration. 

Of little less import will be the 
discussion of agricultural relief. 
Davis is described by those ac- 
quainted with his ideas as inclined 
to be liberal in the treatment of the 
subject. They would not be sur- 
prfsed if he goes a step further than 
does the Democratic platform. The 
candidate is known to regard that 
section of the farm plank referring 
to the restoration of the foreign 
markets for American farm pro- 
duce as somewhat vague. He be- 
lieves a specific means of accom- 
plishing this end should be set be- 
fore the country. 

As it is in the platform, the Ku 
Klux Klan issue probably will be 
dealt with generally under the sub- 
ject of religious liberty. 

Taxation and tariff will be other 
major topics of the address. Other 
subjects taken up in the platform 
are likely to be dealt with in a 
rather general way. 

Every delegate and alternate to 
the Democratic National Conven- 
tion was invited yesterday by John 
W. Davis to send ‘his or her sug- 
gestion for the welfare of the par- 
ty and the conduct of the cam- 
paign to national headquarters. 
Davis personally signed each one 
of the letters. The total of more 
than 2000 swamped the little post- 
office here and it was necessary to 
employ additional help to cancel 
the mail in time for the evening 
boat.

Given Prompt 


Chairman of Commission Says La Follette’s 
Letter Charging Lobby Control Will Be 


Consideration.

WASHINGTON, July 30.—-The 


United States Tariff Commission 
has before it today a letter from 
Senator La Follette, independent 
candidate for the presidency, ask- 
ing for the complete records of the 
commission relating to its investi- 
gation into the costs of production 
of sugar. 

The investigation was under- 
taken by the commission in March, 
1923, to determine whether the 
present duties on sugar should be 
increased or decreased by the 
President under powers Siven him 
by the flexible provisions of the 
Fordney-McCumber tariff act. 

In a statement telling that he 
had called for the records of the 
investigation, La Follette charged 
that sugar lobbyists had sought to 
delay the publication of the report 
and that they would “exert every in- 
fluence to prevent the reappoint- 
ment in September of a member 
of the commission whose term ex- 
pires at that time, and who has 
consistently resisted the pressure 
of the sugar lobby.” 

The member referred io is David 
J. Lewis of Maryland. 

Soon Ready. 

Chairman Thomas O. Marvin of 
the tariff commission said last 
night that La Follette’s request 
would be promptly considered at a 
meeting of the full commission. 
Marvin said that the sugar report 
would be completed sometime this 
week and transmitted to the Presi 
dent. It could not be made public, 
he said, without the President's 
authorization. 

“The investigation,” said Marvin. 
“was ordered by the commission 
itself, acting in an advisory capac- 
ity to the President. It has been 
carried on with the utmost dis- 
patch. There has never been an 
investigation on which we have 
worked so hard as on this.” 

In his statement. La Follette de- 
clared that the investigation was 
ordered nearly 18 months ago, fol- 
lowing disclosures that the Repub- 
lican chairman of the Senate N. 
nance Committee, acting in con- 
junction with a member of the 
President's Cabinet, had sought to 
use the tariff-making power «as 
means to compel Cuban sugar 
growers to reduce their production 
and thus to increase sugar prices 
to American consumers.” 

Reference to Hoover. 

The member of the Cabinet to 
whom this refers is Secretary 
Hoover of the Department of Com- 
merce. Senator Smoot of Utah is 
chairman of the Senate Finance 
Committee. 

“The investigation should have 
been completed long ago,“ La Fol- 
lette continued, “in spite of anv 
delay that may have been cause! 
by the attempt of one of the com- 
missioners to sit in the case, not- 
withstanding it had been shown 
that his family was directly inter- 
ested in sugar production.

Inflation of 1920. 
“The sugar profiteers succeeded 
in 1920, under a Democratic ad- 
ministration, in artificially inflating 
the price of sugar to the consumer 
to 30 cents a pound. Attorney-Gen- 
eral Palmer, then at the head of 
the Department of Justice, gave au- 
to reports of a sugar 
shortage, and permitted the fixi 
of a minimum price of 18 cents 
pound on Louisiana sugar at 
time when Cuban sugar was sel 
for only 7 cents a pound. In June, 
1920, the artificial market collapsed 
and sugar dropped to 8 cents ® 
pound. The average price to the 
consumer from June, 1920, down to 
February, 1923, was 7 cents per 
pound, by reason of a large surplus 
in the world sugar supply. 

“Of the sugar consumed in the 
United States in 1922, more than 
half of the American supply, or 66 
per cent, came in the form of cane 
sugar from Cuba. Certain Amer- 
ican banking interests controlled 
70 per cent of the Cuban sugar 
properties, representing a specu- 
lative investment of upwords of 
$1,000,000,000. 

“The banking interests have 
sought unceasingly during recent 
years to protect their speculative 
profits by creating an _ artificial 
sugar shortage in the United States 
in order to manipulate the sugar 
market and to restore sugar prices 
to exorbitant levels. 

“The Fordney-Mecumber tariff 
bill was pending before Congress 
in 1921 and 1922. The sugar in- 
terests saw in the tariff um an 
opportunity for creating a short- 
age, by compelling the Republic 
| of Cuba to adopt measures to limit 
the Cuban production of sugar. 

Smoot's Letter to Crowder. .. 

Senator Smoot of Utah, now 
the chairman of the Finance Com- 
mittee, wrote to Gen. Crowder, 
American Ambassador to Cuba, 
under date of Jam 30, 1922, asking 
him to lay before the President of 
Cuba a proposition for reducing 
the tariff on Cuban sugar provided 
Cuba would limit her crop te 66 
per cent of normal production. In 
order that the Cubans might un- 
derstand they would not obtain 
the reduction they desired unless 
the crop was limited, Senater 
Smoot closed his letter to Gen. 
Crowder with the significant 
words: ‘I have had the sugar 
schedule in the pending tariff bill 
passed over until I hear definitely 
from you.’

law which forbade practicing Christianity 
remained unchanged. but it was only - 
radically enforced.

He granted clemency to the Christians. 
and left them free to practice and spread 
their religion. Some of our present-day 
churchmen who subscribe to the view that 
because prohibition is a law everybody 
ought to abide by it need to be reminded 
that not even the cruelties of Neré and 
Demitian could make the Christians keep 
the law of Reme.

The commanders were directed 
to take up the matter confiden- 
tially with state and local authori- 
ties as to appointment of civilian 
committees, as of the date the in- 
structions were issued, April 20, 
last. The civilian committees, it 
was added, would represent stats 
and local agencies which would be 
used in procurement under either 
a volunteer or selective service sys- 
tem“ of the men necessary to fi'i 
up the ranks of all branches of th» 
army. 

“Their functions in this respect 
should be demonstrated in each 
community by filling the ranks of 
the organization stationed in ths 
vicinity,”’ the circular of instruction

W. J. Bryan Opposes Plans for 
Defense Test. 


MIAMI, Fia., July 30.— President 
Coolidge’s plan for setting aside 
Sept. 12 as National Defense Day,“ 
was criticized by William Jennings 
Bryan, who declared in a public 


statement yesterday that he could 
“gee no reason why a new custom 
of this kind should be inaugurat- 
ed just at the time when the world

HUGHES SAYS PEOPLES’ INTENT 
ON PEACE CAN CURE UNREST 


By the Aescciated Press. 

PARIS, July 30.—The climax of 
the round of social and official 
activities of the American and 
Canadian lawyers yesterday was 
the declaration of Secretary of 
State Hughes at the Palace of Jus- 
tice that “there is no cure for the 
distress and unrest which are the 
natural consequences of the war 
save as we may find it in the dis- 
position of peoples intent on the 
interests of peace.“ 

This remark, for which the 
American statesman was most en- 
thusiastically applauded by his fel- 
low lawyers of France, was inter- 
rupted by some of the French jur- 
ists persent as a suggestion tnat 
the European peoples must get to- 
gether and reconcile their differ- 
ences. 

Hughes received the most 
marked attention when, in an ad- 
dress at the city hall, he dwelt on 
the necessity of developing inter- 
national law in a way which might 
have been taken as a discreet ref- 
erence to current events. 

After the reception at the Pal- 
ace of Justice, the visiting lawyers, 
including Hughes, attended the un- 
veiling of a tablet to the memory 
of French lawyers who fell on the 
field of battle. The visitors laid a 
wreath in American colors on the 
tablet.

Since modern family life has 
been the particular theme of 
Dorothy Canfield in the series of 
novels from her pen, her views 
upon this subject, and especially 
upon what she believes to be tho 
deplorable absence of the father- 
influence within the family cir- 
cle, are entitled to the most 
thoughtful attention. For Dor- 
othy Canfield, herself a wife and 
mother, has, in her writing, spe- 
cialized upon the family in much 
the same spirit as that in which 
a scholar or scientist devotes 
himself to a given field; and of 
all the contributions to this dis- 
cussion upon the problems of 
modern society, this which deals 
with the relative fatherlessnes;

HAT is marriage, anyhow? 
W In the tumult and the shout- 

ing about it, the plain basic 
facts seem occasionally to be for- 
gotten. Marriage is neither a man- 
made tyranny clamped down by 
superstition on an unwilling race, 
nor a sacred institution, directly 
inspired by heaven, which in the 
present year, in its present form, 
has achieved perfection. It is an 
atte ton the part of humanity to 
arrange as best it can, a relation- 
ship which it can't get along with- 
out 

It is à relationship so natural 
that most people throughout the 
ages have enjoyed it, in almost any 
form, better than its absence. It 
is the attempt to arrange a life-in- 
common for a man and a woman 
which shall suit their needs (this 
is almost wholly their private af- 
fair), but which shall also be good 
for their children (and this, be- 
ing also the affair of society, intro- 
duces a prodigious complication). 
Marriage is the name of a proble 
which individuala and society must 
solve, and probably must go on- 
solving, repeatedly, from one gen- 
eration to another, as the condi- 
tions of human life charge. 

Now, we all know that good 
work can be done on a problem 
only by quiet, careful disinterested 
consideration of the different op- 
erations to be performed. But 
whoever. tries such a method of 
thinking about marriage? Who 
could, if he wishes to? He is set 
upon by two foaming packs of fa- 
natics; one, the conservatives, yell- 
ing, Down with sacrilegious arith- 
metic! The problem ig too holy 
to be approached by the multipli- 
cation table!“ The others, the 
radicals, are whooping, “There is 
no problem! It is all, an invention 
of priests and Methodists! Down 
with the problem! It does not ex- 
ist. It never has existed! It will 
never exist!“ 


How Would a New Deal Result? 


As a matter of fact, the talk and 
criticism of marriage is a hopeful 
sign. Nothing is. worse for any 
person, art, or institution, than the 
mould and mildew and  dry-rot 
which result from unquestioning, 
uncritical acceptance. And yet, 
many people are shocked and 
grieved to have even a detail of 
the present organization of mar- 
riage under question, and they 
darken counsel by their shouts of 
alarm and protest. They might 
spare themselves their alarm. The 
institution of marriage is too con- 
siderable to suffer from discussion. 

What would happen if all legal 
and religious support should be 
withdrawn from the institution of 
marriage? Well, you can't work 
out a question Ike that by an al- 
gebraic formula, but having spent 
a good many years observing as a 
novelist how human beings actually 
do behave under different condi. 
tions, my guess is that, after the 
novelty wore off, the great bulk of 
humanity would go on very much 
as it does now, with about as many 
fathers and mothers and children 
living together as now, with about 
as many false starts, and infide}i- 
ties as at present. 

That is merely another way of 
Stating my belief that marriage, 
far from being an unnatural bond- 
age forced on us by tradition, rep- 
resents an attempt at securing what 
men and women really desire. 1 
don’t mean to say that the aver.

But is anyoge mad enough 
to think that even the best school 
teacher is “bringing up” the child 
whom she has with her for six 
hours out of the 247 The wisest 
directors of orphan asylums (who, 
if anyone, have had a chance to 
study the question, and who, it 
Anyone, might be expected to fa- 
vor handling children in large 
groups by trained educators) have 
long ago arrived at the conviction 
that nothing yet devised makes as 
good a background for the grow- 
ing child as a real home. 


Cannot Break Up Home Painilesaly. 


Not necessarily an ideal home: 
the best-run institution has as yet 
failed to compete even with the 
average home conducted by the 
average not very enlightened, but 
fairly’*kindly man and wife.

Even in the River Jhelum, which 
runs right through the city Srina- 
gar, the Kashmirians just sail out 
in their little boats and find all the

As soon as English sportsmen 
reach Ceylon or Kashmir, they im- 
mediately apply for a fishing Ii- 
cerise. For without this license 
they are not permitted to throw 
out their hooks and lines ald in- 
vade the Indian waters. But they 
are restricted almost entirely to 
waters stocked with trout.

to go fishing, and everything is 
made ready for them. 


Most of the trout streams are 
rapid and shallow, and all good

And it’s impossible accurately to 
Cast a fly unless the boat is very 
still. 


This obstacle is overcome in 
Kashmir in a novel way. They 
don’t take boats. A servant car- 
ries his employer pickaback out 
into the icy stream.
